model that it presents. 


The opinion was written by Justice 


W. B. Rose, who said that justice has 
been sometimes delayed or defeated 
by errors in these long drafts, and mat 
the time has come to abandon them. 
In this case the county attorney made 
the mistake of putting in the name of 
the accused where he meant to insert 
the name of the victim, and the de- 
fendant's attorney tried to take advan- 
tage of this error. 


Justice Rose said in part:

stance is a relic of times when blood- 
thirsty rulers, religious bigots and po- j

Harding, in his legislative message to 
congress today, said in part: 


"Members of the congress: 
"So many* problems are calling tor 


solution that a recital of all of them 
in the face of the known limitations 
of a short session of congress would 
seem to lack sincerity of purpose. It 
is four years since the world war 
ended, but the inevitable readjustment 
of the social and economic order is 
not more than barely begun. There is 
no acceptance of pre-war conditions 
anywhere in the world. In a very gen- 
eral way, humanity harbors individual 
wishes to go on with war-time com- 
pensation for production, with pre-war 
requirements in expenditure. In short, 
every one, speaking broadly craves re- 
adjustment for everybody except him- 
self, while there can be no Just and 
permanent readjustment except when 
all participate. 


"It is no figure of speech to say we 


have come to the test of our civiliza- 
tion. The world has been passing—is 
today passing—thru a great crisis. The 
conduct of war itself is not more diffi- 
cult than the solution of the problems 
which necessarily follow.

Need Coordination. 


"Manifestly, we have need to begin 


on plans to coordinate all transporta- 
tion facilities. We should more effec- 
tively connect up our rail lines with 
our carriers by sea- We ought to reap 
some benefit from the hundreds of 
millions expended on inland water- 
ways, proving our capacity to utilize 
as well as expend. We ought to turn 
the motor truck into a railway feeder 
and distributor instead of a destroy- 
ing competitor.

building on the banks of the Liffy 
against overwhelming odds until free 
state artillery sent walls crashing in 
about the heads of his men. Finally 
he surrendered. 


Liam Mellows, leading a little rebel 


band in Guerilla fighting on Sackville 
street, was tinally cornered near the 
Gresham hotel. He was called upon 
to surrender but refused and came 
out. 
Revolver in band, he resolved 


to* die fighting. A free state trooper 
wounded him and he was captured. 


There was a suggestion current 


that the executions may be in the na- 
ture ot reprisals for the assassination 
of Sean Hales, free state deputy, yes- 
terday. 
The republicans published a mani- 


1'esto today declaring that "as long 
as there is a man in Ireland, it is war 
to the death" against the free state. 


The manifesto calls Governor Gen- 


eral Healy a "lifelong enemy of Ire- 
land."

LAW IS UNCONSTITUTIONAL 


Legislature Could Not Give Belief to 


- Proper Losers in Omaha Court 


House Riot. 


The supreme court Friday held un- 


constitutional the law passed at the 
last session of the legislature which 
give to those state and county officers 
of Douglas county the right to sue for 
whatever personal property they losl 
by reason of the fire in the court house 
several years ago, set by a riotous 
mob. 
The law didn't mention Douglas 


county specifically but its real purpose 
was to reimburse the district Judges 
who lost their personal law libraries^ 


Judge Arthur Wakeley sued under 


this law, and recovered judgment. The 
law was attacked by the county attor- 
ney on four grounds. 
The supreme 


court held against him on two grounds 
but eaid it was special legislation and 
of a retroactive character diat could 
not be sustained. A retroactive statute, 
it said, might be held good when a 
moral obligation existed, but none did 
iu this case to reimburse people who 
lost property at the hands of the mob. 
If a state or county officer was to be, 
reimbursed, why not the janitors and 
the clerks who could less afford the 
damage, and if a moral obligation in 
one case, why not in the other?

CHAPTER IV. 


PORTLAITO, Ore., Dec. 8.—At the 


general election November 7, the vot- 
ers of Oregon approved by 14,000 ma- 
jority the complusory education bill, 
•which compels parents, guardians and 
all those having charge of children be- 
tween the ages of eight and sixteen 
years to send such children to the 
public graded schools of the state. 


The bill waa proposed by legislative 


petition, and amends section 5259 of 
the Oregon law relating to compulsory 
education. It specifies that 
every 


child "under the age of sixteen years 
and of the age of eight years or over 
at the commencement of a term of 
public school of the district in which 
•aid child of the district In which said 
child resides" shall 
attend 
public 


school and that any parent, guardian, 
or person having the control, charge, 
or custody of a child who fails to so 
educate a child shall be guilty of mis- 
demeanor, and upon conviction shall 
be fined not less 
than $5 nor more 


than $100, or be sentenced 
to im- 


prisonment in the county jail not less 
than two nor more than thirty days, 
or by both such fine and improson- 
ment 


Separate Offenses. 


Each day's failure to comply with 


the law Is to be considered a separate 
offense. 
No parent 
or other 
child 


custodian can avoid the law by send- 
big the child out of the state to a priv- 
ate or public school in another state, 
for such is a violation ojf the law. The 
only way to avoid the law is for the 
family to transfer its place of resi- 
dence to another stote for the entire 
year or during the school year. Even 
this latter construction may be open 
to question when the law becomes ef- 
fective on and after September 1, 1926. 


There are exceptions under the law. 


Children physically unable to attend 
school may be educated in other ways.

CHAPTER XVII. 


An 
Elusive Personality. 


Henry Ford possesses the most 


elusive personality of any man I have 
ever known. 


My observation has been that peo- 


ple who are sure that they know all 
about him are those who have very 
slight acquaintance with him, whose 
contact with him has been very super- 
ficial, or who have come In contact 
with him not at all, but rest their 
judgment of him on what others say 
whose first-hand knowledge is as lim- 
ited as their own. He has another 
guess coming 
who imagines 
that 


Henry Ford is a sort of unsophisti- 
cated farm and shop product—just a 
country boy grown to man's size—and 
altogether so frank and honest that 
his very simplicity is his defense; 
that the mind that created the Ford 
•car is as devoid of puazllng parts and 
intricate machinery as the car itself. 


!t may be that the difficulty that 


one experiences in arriving at a true 
understanding of Mr. Ford is due to 
the fact that he deliberately draws a 
herring across the trail In case he 
finds a man getting too close to him. 
"You 
know me too well," he once said 


to a man who had been intimately 
associated with him for years; "here- 
after I am going to see to It that no 
man comes to know me as intimately 
as you do." But personality is some- 
thing that cannot be hidden at will. 
The very attempt to conceal it is in 
Itself a revelation. 


It is not due to any conscious effort 


on the part of Mr. Ford to prevent a 
close-up study of himself that makes 
him difficult of understanding. 


The baffling thing in him is the 


puzzling mixture of opposing natures. 


There ragea in him an endless con- 


flict between Ideals, emotions and Im- 
pulses as unlike as day and night— 
a conflict that at times makes one 
feel that two personalities are striving 
within him for mastery, with neither 
able to win a final decision over the 
other. 


These variations In mental moods 


and attitudes are generally 
accom- 


panied by outward changes In phys- 
ical appearance. 
Today he stands 


erect, lithe, agile, full of life, happy 
as a child, and filled with the child 
spirit of play. Out of his eyes there 
looks the soul of a genius, a dreamer, 
an Idealist—a soul that Is affable, 
gentle, kindly, and generous to a fault. 
But tomorrow he may be the oppo- 
site. He will have the appearance of 
a man shrunken by long illness. The 
shoulders droop, and there Is a for- 
ward slant to the body when he walks 
as when a man is moving forward on 
his toes. His face is deeply lined, 
and the lines are not such as go to 
make up a kindly, open' countenance. 
The affable, gentle manner has dis- 
appeared. There is a light in the eye 
that reveals a fire burning 
within 


altogether unlike that which burned 


. there yesterday. He has the appear- 


ance of a man utterly wearied and 
exhausted, and yet driven on by a 
relentless and tireless spirit 
Back 


of an apparent physical frailty there 
evidently lies concealed a boundless 
supply of nervous energy. 


His executives came to recognize 


an outward physical change, such as 
I have just described, with Its corre- 
sponding mental attitude, as the signal 
of a storm—sudden and terrible as 
those which break over the tropics. 
As a rule, not many days would elapse 
before the organization would be in 
the throes of one of its periodical con- 
vulsions. And only a Ford man who 
has gone thru them has any Idea what 
these compulsions are like. Old pol- 
icies are swept away. New policies 
are set up. Departments are turned 
Inside out and upside down, or alto- 
gether done away with. 
Men are 


transferred by the score—sometimes 
by the hundreds. Desks are removed 
—on one or two occasions with an ax. 
The men who worked at them return 
to find them gone and possibly their 
jobs gone also. Men are discharged 
without warning, and no reason given 
them In response to their Inquiry. 


While the storm was on there was

11 rtic to do but to watch it and keep 
out of tlif way of the lightning. 


\Vhpn the blow was over, then those 


of us whose duty it was, would set 
out thp ambulance and pick up the 
injurod. 
Mf>n discharged or tempo- 


rarily displaced were quietly put back 
to work; others who had been hastily 
transferred to jobs unsuited to them 
were slipped into jobs for which they 
were fitted. 
And sometimes depart- 


ments which bad been demolished 
were rpbuil* in whole or in part be- 
cause the work they were doing was 
essential to the life of the organiza- 
tion. 


There was much needless suffering 


at such times. 
The morale of the 


organization was weakened. Faith in 
Its policies of justice and fair play 
was shaken as well. 


Of course Mr. Ford's hand did not 


directly appear in these 
upheavals. 


Down in the ranka of his employes the 
belief prevailed that he knew nothing 
of what was going on (for a long time 
I held to this belief, myself, being 
forced to surrender it with great re- 
luctance) but that the trouble was due 
to the rough-neck methods of two or 
three of his lieutenants. 
The appeal 


of ZTord employes at such times, seek- 
ing some redress for the injustice 
done them, was always to the spirit 
of fair play for which they believed 
Mr. Ford stood. "He, of course, does 
not know the 
way we have been i 


handled," was always the argument of i 
the man seeking reinstatement or 
transfer after the storm. "We know 
that he would not sanction the treat- 
ment accorded us." 
But he did know i 


in general what was going on, and . 
individual cases in which It seemed 
to me flagrant injustice had 
been 


done, were called to his attention. 


A case in point. 
There 
was a 


certain man who had been In the 
employ of the company for a number j 
of years. He was a trained man and j 
held a responsible position. His task ! 
was a colossal one and greatly compli- 
cated by conditions which arose dur- 
ing the war. He was discharged. He 
aeked for reasons for his discharge, 
but was given none. He came to me 
broken up and in tears over the mat- 
ter. I brought the case to Mr. Ford's 
attention. I told him that the manner j 
of the man's discharge not only de- j 


officials who were in daily contact 
with the man and bis work. 
I ques- 


tioned foremen and sub-foremen who 
had worked under him. I could lind 
nothing to justify the action taken. 
I then told Mr. Ford I was ready to act 
in the case. He asked me if after in- 
vestigating the matter I etill believed 
the man had not had a square deal. 
I told him I was more convinced of 
that fact than ever. "Very well," he 
said, "get him and we will put him 
back." 
Within an hour he told me 


that a certain executive wished to 
talk with me regarding this -case. I 
went to that man's office and listened 
to a number of charges against the 
discharged man which the facts, as I 
had gathered them from the man's 
superior, his equals, and the men un- 
der his direction, did not bear out. I 
told this executive that I thought he 
had acted most unfairly In the dis- 
charge 
of this man. 
"How do you 


know I did it?" he shot back. "Maybe 
you are barking up the wrong tree. 
How do you know the chief did not 
do it?" I answered that I did not be- 
lieve the chief would be capable of 
doing such a thing. 
While we were 


in the midst of heated discussion Mr. 
Ford 
came 
into 
the office. 
He 


listened to what we were saying foi

a few minutes and then turning to me 
said, "I did it. I discharged that man, 
and what is more, he is not coming 
oack." This within an hour after he 
had said for the second time that he 
would be taken back. 


"What have you got to say now?" 


said the official. "I told you that you 
were barking up the wrong tree." 


"I have to say," I replied "just what 


I have said before. 
The discharge 


was not merited and the manner in 
which it was done was neither courte- 
ous nor fair." 


Mr. Ford then said: "Bring the man 


down to my office in the morning and 
we will go over the whole matter with 
him." 


I did EUS requested. Mr. Ford failed 


to keep the appointment. That was 
the end ot the case. And it was the 
beginning, for me, of an awakenin- 
to things of which I wish I could have 
remained in ignorance. 


As^a rule a man slated to go was 


not told to go. He was nagged; his 
department was interfeied witn by 
others under instruction to do so; his 
work was taken away from him. In 
one instance more than eighty men in 
one department went home one eve- 
ning with no intimation whatever that 
they were thru. They came to work 
the next morning to find their desks 
and chairs taken from the room in 
which they worked. They were left to 


find out as best they could that they 
had been fired. 


The request lo be permitted to 'oil 


men in a decont, peutU'iiHMily matinvr 
that the company no longer required 
their services was met with refusal. 
The wny preferred and chosen was to 
"bump 'em off." "rag 'em till they go." 
Why? That Is a question to which, in 
the wildest nights of my imagination, 
I have been able to find no answer. 
Perhaps It Is due to the theory held 
that loyalty is "bunk" and good will 
is of no value anyhow. 


A factory is not a church. 
I am

that. There comes 


critical times in business when sen- 
timent must be put to one side. But 
there never comes a time when it is 
necessary 
to treat 
human beings 


otheis than as such. 


A major operation may be necessary 


to save the life of an industry, but just 
because there must be a major opera- 
tion is no reason why you should en- 
gage the services of a butcher and not 
a surgeon. 


And let me repeat it, it was never 


to the operation that I objected but to 
the brutal and unnecessary butchery 
that went with it . 


The general 
who gives the order 


does not see the individual casualties 
which follow. But he does give the 
order, and he does know—or should 
know—whether 
or not the men to 


whom he entrusts the execution of his 
orders are considerate of the indivi- 
dual in the accomplishmest of the end 
sought. 


It is an unnecessary, as it is un- 


fortunate, that an employer of labor 
should keep in power men who in the 
treatment of employes believe in the 
slogan. "Treat 'em rough." It is still 


more unfortunate that such nu'ii. In-

parent value lu times when dirty woik 
!•» to be done. 
Uut the responsibility 


for the action of such u man ri'hts 


prived him of his job, but robbed 
him unjustly of his reputation. It im- 
paired his standing in*his profession. 
The treatment was neither just nor 
humane. Mr. Ford said to me. ('If you 
think he has not been given a square 
deal, go and get him, bring him back 
and we •will give him a job." 


Before acting in accordance with 


these instructions I made a thoro in 
vestigation of the case. I interviewed

ATURE'S way of stopping hemorrhage is to cause 
faintness. 
The most pronounced symptom of 


fainting is lowered heart action. An organ that 


vas beating strongly a moment ago is suddenly so weak 
in its pulsation that its movements can scarcely be felt. 


Even though a blood-vessel of considerable size is 


rupted, a "dead faint" will stay the bleeding and per- 
mit those local changes essential to protection from 
'urther loss of the fluid of life. 


There are many forms of bleeding. One of the

water will "draw" the blood away from 
your head, and th«B assist in controlling 
the bleeding. 
Pinching your nose hetwaen the thumb 


and finger will sonv !mes put enough 
pressure on the bleeding point to con- 
trol the hemorrhage. 
Tannic acid dissolved in water may be 


applied on cotton. You clear your nose 
by blowing but the cjots of blood. The 
cotton tampon is then pushed into the 
nasal passage. 
i 
Filling the passage with vaseline may 


stop the oozing. 
Other remedies are- 


vinegar, lemon juice, alum, iron and 
peroxide of hydrogen. 
By all means the most satisfactory 


agent for controlling nosebleed' is adre- 
nalin.

SAYS PEOPLE APPROVE SOUND 


PREPAREDNESS PROGRAM. 


Annual Report as Chief of Staff 


Stresses Fact That Many Men 


Are Turned Down for Army 


and Navy. 
^ 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 8.—The Ameri- 


can people strongly favor a sound pro- 
gram of national defense, John J. Per- 
shing, general of the armies, declared 
today in his first annual report as 
chief of staff of the army. 


"This- conclusion," Pershing's report 


stated, "is justified by the fact that 
congress has finally worked out a pol- 
icy embodied in the national defense 
at of 1920. Further evidence is found 
in the interest spring up all over the 
country in the development of this 
plan. 


"From all walks of life men are prof- 


fering their services. We have had to 
refuse many of our citizens the train- 
ing they desired in preparation for 
such service to their country as avail- 
able funds would pot permit accom- 
modating all. The general response is 
very encouraging 
and I am indeed 


proud to be a party to such an under- 
taking." 


Pershing hurled vigorous criticism 


at the reduction of the army to 125,000 
enlisted men and 12,000 officers, and 
pointing out that the formulation of 
the national defense act involved a 
strength for the regular army of 280,- 
000 men and 17,726 officers, he de- 
clared. 


"I repeat that this last force of 125,- 


000 men and 
12,000 
officers is not 


enough. It is my conviction that our 
regular force is cut 
too much for 


safety and that a strength of at least 
150,000 enlisted men and 13,000 offi- 
cers should be permanently fixed as 
the minimum." 


fjn Confused State. 


"After the great war and the at- 


tendant 
reconstruction," 
Pershing 


state, "our military establishment was 
quite naturally in a confused and dis- 
organized state. Like other American 
institutions we were forced to pass 
thru the 
general process 
of being 


shaken down and readjusted. 


"We were faced with the necessity 


of accomplishing a considerable'reduc- 
tion by October 1, 1921. We had barely 
completed the 
readjustment 
when 


there appeared , prospects 
of going 


even further. So now at the close of 
the year we are again making plans to 
meet another reduction of the regular 
army—this time to a point -which I 
consider below the minimum required 
for the effective performance of our 
various missions. 


"In many criticisms of the conduct 


of past wars," said Pershing, "there 
have been few of any significance di- 
reled against the fighting prowess of 
the regular units. Indeed it is recog- 
nized that those organizations, th'o 
of a very limited 
number, were the 


equal of any similar force in tHe world. 


"However, such small forces could 


at best he sacrificial 
offerings if

But we have finally recognized j 
the need for organization and training 
of the young civilians of our country. 
We now have the rudiments of an or- \ 
ganization for the purpose of provid- 
ing .that training, and without regard 
to the question of their possible future 
service as soldiers, the very valuable 
features of even a brief ourse of mili- 
tary training in 
teaching discipline 


and obligation and in developing the 
physique of young men makes>it quite 
important that the advantages be ex- 
tended to as many of our young men 
as possible. 


"Above all our citizens have 
ap- 


proved the project for development of 
an ultimate state of real pr»p»-*'dness. 
In any final test of arms it will be the 
function of the organized reserves or 
else our 
untrained 
contingents of 


young men to make manifest the fight- 
ing energy and 
the unconquerable 


spirit which the American people pos- 
sess." 


Pershing said that a mobilization of 


the American army based on its pres- 
ent plan of the regular army, the na- 
tional guard and the 
organized re- 


serves "would be of a character that 
might well dismay the most stubborn 
adversary and hence would in , ad- 
vance be of great weight in the main- 
tenance of peaceful relations."

Pershing deprecated a shortage of 


facilities and personnel in the army , 
air service.

"Xo man can estimate with present 


certainty 
the 
value which can be

The Lincoln Gas & Electric Light 


company must continue to furnish gas 
to the citizens of University Place at 
$1.50 a thousand gross, with 25 cents 
off for prompt payment. The supreme 
court said so, in an opinion filed 
Friday. 


Several years ago the company and 


the city of University Place entered 
into a contract by which the company 
agreed to furnisn gas for all time at 
those rates. At that time University 
Place, as a city of the second class, 
had no power to regulate ra.tes, and 
the court says it had power to make 
the contract it did. 


The court says this constitutes a 


contract the obligation of which may 
not be impaired by either party. It is 
true, it says, that since then labor and 
material costs have gone so high that 
the net rate of $1.25 a thousand is 
confiscatory, but that this being a 
contract no party to it can complain 
successfully m court that he is losing 
money and get relief. 


The power to contract is an attri- 


bute of the citizen, while the power 
to,regulate, being the power to dictate, 
is an attribute of the sovereign. 
In 


tnis case the city of University Place 
acted in its business capacity and not 
as a governmental unit, and was 
within its rights and powers when it 
did so. 


The court says that whether or not 


the state, by the exercise of its para- j 
mount authority to regulate 
rates. 


which may be charged by public util-, 
ity corporations, may intervene upon j 
a showing that the rate fixed by the | 
contract is unreasonable or confisca- j 
tory, is not decided. The state has 
never sought to regulate gas or light- 
ing rates of any kind.

A Practical Philanthropist. 


One of his many ways of helping his 


fellowmen was to assist in the re- 
formation of unfortunates who wert 
committed to the Nebraska penal in- 
stitution. Judge England assisted 133 
convicts during the twenty odd years 
he has lived in Lincoln and secured 
their release on the promise to stand 
good for them as to their future coz 
duct. Of this large number it is said 
none was ever sent back to the peni- 
tentiary and but one ever failpd to 
pay back the money that he advanced. 
It is known that the majority of them 
were staked by loans from him. The 
knowledge that he had been instru- 
mental in doing so much good to the 
down and out class was always 
a 


source of much joy to him. 


Judge England took a very active 


interest in public affairs. 
He ow«d 


his title to- the fact that under the 
Cleveland administration, when he af- 
filiated with the democracy, he was of- 
fered a judgeship in South Dakota, 
but declined it. He has taken part in 
a nunber of republican campaigns in 
recent years, and was a progressive j 
of the radical type. He was also very

You May Not Need an Aerial. 


On the theory that two sets of di- 


rectors are unnecessary to success-' 
fully conduct the business of building 
a city hospital and looking after its 
proper management, it is 
probable 


' that there will be a sort of merger as 


to ppisonnel. Chairman J. L. Teeters 
of the boara of 
hospital 
directors 


created by the council, 
announced 


Fiiday that stockholders of the Lin- 
coln hospital association will meet at 
the chamber of commerce Saturday 
December 16 at 1 p. m. The business 
at hand will be consideration of the 
proposed amendment and to nominate 
a board of directors. Complete plans 
of the new hospital, elevation and all 
will be prr-esnted 
All persons who 


donated toward the new structure are 
looked upon as stockholders. 
All in- 


terested parties, whether stockholders 
or not, are expected to attend. 


This meeting is preliminary to the 


annual meeting to be held 
on the 


fourth Saturday in January. 
In addi- 


tion to a change which contemplates 
reduction of a directorate from thirty- 
three to nine members, it is proposed 
to further amend the articles so that 
the charter of the association will be 
perpetual. Under the present articles, 
the chaitpr expires in 1950. The re- 
sidue of the estate of the late R. E. 
Moors goes to the Lin-coin Hospital 
association as a perpetual endowment 
It is esputial, then, that the charter 
be perpetual. 


The Lincoln hospital association 


was incorporated about twelve years 
ago. The association will not abolish 
its directorate. 
This is out of the 


question. 
Nor will the city abolish 


its board of nine hospital directors. 
But in order that the 
business of 


building and conducting a hospital 
may be operated to the best advan- 
tage of all, it is the purpose to have 
the two boards made up of the same 
people. They may meet as one board 
and then meet as another board, but 
will never be working at 
cross- 


purposes. 


The will of the late R. E. lloore . 


names the Lincoln hospital board but j 
carries the suggestion that members ' 
be elected by the council. If the Lin- 
coln board elects the same members 
as the council elects or rather con- 
firms the council's choice, the city 


^will be in control, a thing generally 
^desired. The old organ"zation will be 


merged without loss of identity. 


It is a very surprising thing that in

I am referring now to the possibility 


of putting a plug into any socket of 


instructions for various ways of wir- 
ing it to the set and there is an ex- 
cellent chance that one of these ways 
will solve your difficulty. 


If you can imagine the whole house 


melting away but leaving the electric 
light wires just where they are. you 
can easily understand that you would 
have a very complete cage type of 
aerial. 
The bricks and mortar and 


prevent your eyes from seeing this 
aerial, but thest; things mean nothing 
to radio signals, which penetrate such 
materials as this just as easily as they 
penetrate the air that is all about us 
outdoors. 
I have myself had very good results

running a wire trom the, plug to the 
aerial binding post on me receiving 
set and another wire from the ground 
binding post to the cold water spigot 
and so receive the broadcast concerts, 
using nothing but the electric lighting 
wires in the house as an aerial. 


This is a matter that I have not 


taken up before in this series of 
articles because I was under the im- 
pression that everybody was familiar 
with it. But I have ately noticed the 
surprise expressed by many people 
when I told th«m it could be done, so 
evidently there must be many more 
who are not -conversant with this 
method. 


All radio stores sell the plugs which 


are made for this purpose. It is easy 
enough for a person who understands 
electricity very well to make one of 
these plugs for himself, but I cannot 
too strongly urge tf e beginner not to 
attempt this. The slightest mistake of 
calculation or construction will mean 
a short circuit of your electric light 
system and your radio set is liKely to 
go up in smoke and you will blow the 
fuses on your meter box and have to 
go without lights until you get new 
ones. 
The plugs cost $1.oO and it is well 


worth while to gamble this much on 
being able to achieve success if you 
cannot erect an outdoor aerial. 


As far as I have been able to de- 


termine, the success or failure of this 
system depends , entirely upon the 
method by which your electric light 
wiring is installed inside the walls 
and ceilings of your house. If it is 
installed in metal channels and if 
these metal channels are grounded all 
the way from the socket to-the earth 
you will not be able to get results 
in radio with this plug. 


But for every house so wired there 


are ten that are not wired this wav, 
and it is well worth gambling ?1.50 
to try it in your own particular case. 
With each plug there come complete 


by using my electric light wiring, and 
I know of a number of friends who 
are using it in their houses in the 
center of the city and even in apart- 
ment houses.

Misovaya station, oil the east shore 
of Lake Baikal. 
No one knew how 


long it would have to wait Certainly 
four hours, perhaps a day, perhaps 
three days. Life is long in Siberia, 
and nobody is in a hurry. 


The emigrants swarmed over the 


platform and the sidings, an unkempt 
and picturesque mob, barelegged for 
the most part, hardly a couple dressed 
alike. Several had crossed the line 
by the engine house and were lolling 
on their backs on the grassy fore- 
shore or flinging pebbles into the lake. 


The train was a village on wheels 


—fiity good wagons, each a home with 
five rooms, partitioned off by loosely 
laid planks, two upstairs, two down- 
stairs, and a kind of hall facing the 
open space in the s.de of the wagon. 
They had lived in these quarters, they 
told me, for nearly a month, many of 
them cheek by jowl with the cattle 
they were bringing out from the old 
home in Russia, 


The -car labelled "Kitchen for Emi- 


grants" was deserted now for the su- 
perior attraction of the local peasant 
women's trackside trestle tables, high- 
p'led with fish and egss, cream, ana 
hashed-meat balls and cheese tarts.

The federal government is so big 


and employs so many persons that it 
It easily possible for the hard-boiled 
politicians to slip onto the payroll 
men who perform no service.

such a man as Prof. W. F. Dann. A 
thoroly wholesome man, clean in 
character, steadfast in all his faiths 
and beliefs, cheerful in demeanor and 
helpful in every way, he exerted an 
influence on the community life that 
was far-reaching and beneficial.

was of that Quiet type of men who 
influence others by personal contact. 
He was not an advocate' strenuously 
battling for his ideas and ideals, but 
in his relations with his students and 
his friends he radiated real power, 
uplifting in character and stimulating 
the best in men. His knowledge of 
classical history, art, architecture and 
literature was great, but it had been 
so well assimilated that he was utterly 
lacking in pedantry. On the contrary 
be was able to draw for himself and 
Ms friends out of this storehouse a 
delight that gave grace and charm to 
his conversation and con-panionship.
